BANK CLOSED. 


The Missouri ‘National of Kansas City 
Forced to Quit. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 3.—The Mis- 
souri National Bank closed its doors this 
morning, owing to heavy withdrawals of 
one of its principal depositors. Deposits 
are $1,500,000. The bank was classed one of 
the strongest In the Southwest. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock the following no- 
tice was placed on the door: 

“By order of the directors this bank has 
been closed and is in che hands of the Comp- 
troller.” 

This action was precipitated by the with- 
drawal of $50,000 in one lump by Helm, the 
wealthy local brewer, whose artion was 
quickly followed by others. 

The last statement issued by the bank 
showed deposits of $1,561,000, and cash and 


exchanges amounting to $546,000. Pts officials 
are D. V. Rieger, President, and D. 
Covington, Cashier. In the panic of July, 
1893, e Missouri National was one th 
local institutions to go under, but it soon 
reopened. . 

The bank had been open to-day for just 
an hour when the Comptroller took charge 
of its affairs. The closing came as 
surprise to the officers. They were thor- 
oughly disconcerted by the action and too 
excited to make a statement. The same 
surprise was evinced everywhere, other 
banks believing the Missouri National to 
have regained its prest and to be in a 
flourishing condition. o fears were ex- 
pressed by other leading bankers that the 
failure would .

DEMAND ALL THE PATRONAGE. 


President Cleveland Will Have 
Trouble of His Own in the 
Matter of Confirmation.

WASHINGTON, D.C., Nov, 3.—Very feg@ 
of the members from Missouri have reach- 
ed the capital The Democratic members re- 
mained at home to eat Thanksgiving din- 
ners amid Democratic surroundings and the 
Republicans who failed of re-election in the 
country districts take no turther interest 
in Congressional legislation. In a few 
short weeks they muse: divorce themselves 
from the comfortable salaries and emolu- 
ments which have been theirs since the 
landslide of 18%, when the Democrats al- 
lowed Mr. Filley to slip in ten of his hench- 
men for a two-years run in the clover 
field, 

The only thing left them is prospective 


patronage under the McKinley administra- 
tion, and that is‘a slender vend indeed. 
Missouri at the most will get few places out- 
side the post-offices, because it refused to 
be Hannaized and gave the Bryan electors 
the greates: vote in the history of the 
State. 

But, for the patronage, such as it is, there 
is going to be a row of tremendous propor- 
tions. The defeated Congressmen in the 
country districts and the wo Filley Repub- 
licans from the city of St. Louls—Joy and 
Bartholdt—propose to attempt to control 
the patronage in their respective districts. 

Their aspirations in this direction will run 
counter to the plans of the Kerens-Warner- 
Frank patronage bureau, and a test of 
strength wilt come early in the game. 

The defeated Filleyites—Clark of the 
First, Crowther of the Fourth, Tracey of 
the Seventh, Hubbard of the Eighth, Trel- 
oar of the Ninth and Burton of the Fif- 
teenth—propose to spend much of the time 
between now and March 4, when McKinley 
will begin the distribution of plums, in con- 
structing a Filley “‘trocha’’ about every 
presidential post-office in Missouri, to pre- 
vent the emissariee of the Kerens-Frank- 
Warner: bureau ‘aking possession. 

While the nerve of the Filleyite Congress- 
men is to be applauded and encouraged as 
a good thing—confined to Republican ranks 
~Iit is considered as practically decided in 
advance that the patronage firm of Kerens- 
Frank-Warner & Co. will countersign all 
commissions for the State, and that ‘their 
“Oo. K."" blown in the glass will be regard- 
ed as final and conclusive upon applica- 
tions filed with McKinley. 

The only thing likely to cause any ruc- 
tion is the probability of members of the 
patronage firm falling out among them- 
selves over the distribution of the territory 
allotted to each. 

Col. Kerens and Col. Frank will be given 
St. Louis City, the county, all that portion 
of the State included in the Eighth, Ninth, 
Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth Congressional Dis- 
tricts, and probably the First Congressional 
District may be thrown in as a sop to Col. 
Kerens’ position as Missouri member of the 
National Committee. 

Maj. Warner demands a tail-hold on all 
the patronage in the western part of the 
State, and insists that h!s jurisdiction shall 
extend over the Seventh Congressional Dis- 
trict, "which includes Springfield, Sedalia, 
Fayette and other juicy piums, in the way 
of Postoffices. 

To Maj. Joha L. Bistinger is to be deeded 
the northwestern portion of the_State. He 
is the silent member of the patfonage bu- 
reau, and, while he would like to extend his 
domain far enough south to include all of 
the Platte purchase, the wary Maj. War- 
ner Insists that the Platte purchase should 
by right be conttrolled from the Kaw’s 
mouth. 

Except as to the arrangement of minor 
details, the company of Kerens, Frank and 
Warner is ready for business and eager to 
begin the pleasant occupation of turning 
down Fiiley applicants for place. 

The professed intention of the Filley Con- 
gresamen to control the patronage in their 
districts or to wage bitter’ war, is treated 
lightly by the patronage bureau. They say 
that Mr. Filley has been retired from the 
politics of Missouri, and that the intention 
is to recognize only men who were consist- 
enly for McKinley. 

That bars the followers of Mr. Filley, 
who were more or less active in knifing 
the Oh'‘o candidate. . 


Immediately after Congress convenes 
President Cleveland is expected to send to 
the Senate the appointments made in re- 
cess, and then will begin one of the »in- 
teresting contests of the closing days of 
his administration. 

What are you going to do with the ap-

Traffic Manager Leeds has figured it 
Out that the bridge arbitrary is 4 source 
of advantage and prosperity to many of 
the business interests of St. Louis. He 
concludes that it is a saving in time for 
consignees to send their transfer wagons 
across the river to bring back freight 
billed to Hast St. Louis or to send over 
the bridge, to be billed out of East St.

A FEASIBLE PLAN. 

The latest suggestion as to President 
Cleveland's intention regarding the Cu- 
ban crisis is that hé will fecommend to 
Congress a plan by which the Cubans 
may purchase thelr independence. The 
plan will involve a sort of tripartite agree- 
mént between the United States, Spain 
and England. In accordance with the 
agreement, English capitalists would fur- 
nish the Cuban patriots with the money 
for the purchase of thelr independence, 
and the United States would guafantee 
its repayfMent in accordance with the 
terms of the agreement. 

This is a feasible plam American jin- 
goes Object to it on the ground that it in- 
vites England’s participation in some- 
thing which does not concern her. But 
her participation would be simply that of 
money lender—the part which John Bull 
usually plays in international politics. As 
the United States, under the arrangement, 
would guarantee,the repayment of the 
money, the Cubans having attained their 
independence would recognize American 
rather than British influence in the éon- 
duct of their affairs, and it is to be pre- 
sumed that England would have no right 
of interference except in case of failure 
to obtain the return of her money. 

But what most commends the plan is 
that it would be less humbling to Spanish 
pride to enter into a tripartite agreement 
of this kind than to yield either to the Cu- 
ban insurgents or to the United States 
alone. Anything in reason that will make 
it easier for Spain toe recede from an un- 
tenable position should be favored by all 
peacé-loving citizens. The essential thing 
is that the barbarous warfare now raging 
in Cuba shall be brought to a speedy end 
and that the end shall be the indepen- 
dence of the Cubans. The best method 
of accomplishing this is a matter for di- 
plomacy, and should be sought without 
reference to the jingoes on either side of 


the water. 


RETAIL GROCERS’ GRIEVANCE. 

The 1,400 retail grocers of St. Louis are 
alarmed at the inroads into their busi- 
ness being made by the big department 
stores that have a grocery branch. These 
department stores, having command of 
large capital, can underbuy the retailers 
at wholesale and undersell them to the 
consumer. The retailer feels that this 
sort of thing cannot go on indefinitely. 
He must do something to stop it, and 
his idea is to stop selling the articles sold 
at lower prices than he can afford by the 
big department stores, and place on his 
shelves other goods in their stead. 

If the retail grocers can succeed in do- 
ing this, it will be a boon to the house- 
wives and to St. Louisans generally. It 
will give us a greater variety of the good 
things of life to select from, and in this 
way it would no doubt prove a benefit to 
the retailers’ trade. 

There has been much lack of enterprise 
among St. Louis retail grocers, except in 
a few instances, in bringing forward new 
articles of food and enticing novelties in

canned goods, cereals and other foods. 
‘There is no reason why we cannot have 
on sale here all the new and tasty food 
products as they come into Eastern mar- 
kets. To go to the grocery day after day 
and week after week and have no choice 
but the same old “‘stand-bys’’ is not good 
for the consumer or the merchant. 

If the present movement results in 
arousing the retailers as well as the de- 
partment stores to new enterprise in ca- 
tering, it will be a decided improvement.

First Blood of the Revolution. 


From the New York Journal. 

Mr. Depew, we are told, has taken to 
correcting history. The occasion was his 
oratfon to the Vermont society, Sons of the 
Revolution.-After the fashion of the trained 
politican who usually discovers that the 
greatgrandmother of his wife’s third cousin 
was born in the town wherein he delivers 
his harangue, Mr. Depew cast about for 
something pleasing to the local pride of his 
auditors. He corrected history in their be- 
half. Not at Lexington, he asserted, but at 
Westminster, now in the State of Vermont, 
was the first patriot blood of the revolution 
shed. This was in 1774. 

But perhaps history will in its turn correct 
Oraté&r Depew. The blood shed in the Bos- 
ton massacre in 1770 is generally esteemed to 
have been the blood of patriots. In 1771 the 
“goaded,”’ as 
Professor John Fiske writes, “by repeated 
acts of extortion and of unlawful imprison- 
ment, rose in rebellion” against the British 
Colonial Governor. Two hundred of the in- 
surgents were killed in battle and six were 
hanged for treason. Revolution seldom 
springs suddenly into being, @nd, though 
remote, this pitched battle on the Cape 
Fear River was more truly the first blood 
of the war against British authority than 
either the fight at Concord Bridge or Dr. 
Depew’s skirmish at Westminster.

Proposed Changes in the Ordinances 


The Planters’ Hotel looked a little, Mon- 
day morning, as i did during the cam- 
paign.

The assurance is given all around that it 
ig entirely accidental that the gentlemen 
should get here together. 

Chairman Cook thought he had his in- 
vestigation nicely started when he appoint- 
ed Gov. Charlies P. Johnson, Judges Ww ar- 
wick Hough and John Harrison, Given 
Campbell and Charlies D. McClure to look 
into the charges of corruption against the 
members of the City Central Committee. 
He finds himself mistaken. Gov. Johnson 
and Judges Hough and Harrison have Writ- 
ten him that they will not be able to serve 
on account of pressure of private business.

An ordinance will soon be presented to the

It has been under preparation for some 
fime, and is now being pushed in order that 
it may go into effect by the time the ex- 
pected Spring rush in building sets in.

GEORGE WALSER NOW EMBRAC 
THE CALVINISTIC TENETS. 


AN ECCENTRIC MISSOURIAN. 


He Established a Colony of Free- 
Thinkers at Liberal, Mo., Then 
Changed Over to Spiritualism. 


Christianity scored a big victory over the 
powers of light and darkness when she 
claimed a distinguished convert in George 
M. Walser of Liberal, Mo. 

Politician, capitalist, infidel, spirttualist, 
Walzer was one of the noted characters 
of Missouri; a man whose fame was national 
by reasdn of his idiosyncrasies. 

There was consternation and surprise 
among the spiritualists of St. Louis when 
they-read in Sunday’s P6st-Dispatch that 
Walser and his wife had joined the Presby- 
terian Church at Lincoln, Neb. 

Walser is President of the Spiritualists’ 
Association of Missouri. He has been a 
number of other things In his life. After 
the war he amassed a fortune dealing in 
Government: lands. Then he took up poll- 


tics and served two terms in the State Leg- 
islature. He cut no figure in politics de- 
spite his sopney. 

His next hobby was infidelity. He found 
his neighbors a little distant once he began 
to preach atheism to be evolved the scheme 
of an atheistic community. 

He had 4,000 acres in the western part of 
Barton County, and on this he started the 
town of Liberal. He advertised it and free- 
thinkers and freelovers flocked to him from 
all parts of the country. They bought five- 
acre lots, mostly on time. Before long his 
town had 500 inhabitants. People who read 
the Bible or believed in fits teachings were 
not allowed about the place. There was a 
meeting house without a tower. The walls 
were hung with blasphemous caricatures of 
Biblical personages. Here the infidels and 
free-lovers of the town gathered on Sunday 
morning and listened to readings from the 
works of Ingersoll, Voltaire and Tom 
Paine. 

Church folks called the wicked place 
Sodom, and gave its tmhabitants a wide 
berth. In course of time a Methodist 
preacher, fired with the spirit of the church 
militant, invaded the neighborhood. He was 
forced to locate on the other side of the 
railroad track. There he pluckily built a 
church, A settlement followed and the place 
was called Pedro. 

Infidelity is not the most exciting thing 
in the world, as Walser found after the nov- 
elty of his settlement wore off. He. was 
ripe for a new departure when he made a 
business trip to.lowa, and While at Clia- 
ton attended a spiritualistic seance. He 
saw the ghost of his father anj was con- 
verted. Returning to Liberal, “ue tried t> 
make the inhabitants swallow spiritualism 
Some did, and those who didn’t he ran out 
of town by foreclosing their mortgages. 

He rented the town hall «o a Methodist 
preacher and bought out the editor of the 
infidel sheet and turne@® the type and press- 
es over to a Christian. 

Of course, the town Was on wide open. 
Walser left in disgust and wenht out to 
Kansas. He came back inside of a year 
with a new scheme in his head, 

Within a mile of Liberal he had a twen- 
ty-acre tract which he converted tmto a 
magnificent park. He built a residence for 
himself and a number of cottages for his 
epiritualistic friends. He also erected «a 
bie dining hall and an amphitheater with 
150 seats called “Celestial Dome.” Then 
he invited spiritualists from all parts ‘to 
come to his camp-meeting. He employe! 
famous mediums, clairvoyants, siate ree 
ers and spook materializers to entertain 
them. These meetings e «annual 
events. lasting for two weeks each seum- 
mer for the past five years. There was 
one last summer, but Mr. Walser di. not 

ttend.

‘There is plenty of room under the streets, 
alleys and public places of the chy for 
many more conduits than will be put down, 
without crowding the gas pipes and water 
pipes, put it is possible to put evén a 
small pipe under @ street without tearing 
up several feet of the surface, and the ap- 
prehensions of impassable streets are well 


founded.
